1. This application does not satisfy the requirements set forth in article 37 of the Patent Law, in 
the following points. 



* The invention relating to claims 2-29 does not satisfy the relationship with respect to the 
invention relating to claim 1 that is set forth in the numbers of article 37 of the Patent Law. 

The invention relating to claim 1 being well known technology since prior to the filing of 
this application (see, for example, cited reference 1), there is no novel problem to be solved, nor 
does there exist the essential part of matters that must not be lacking in its composition. 

This application violates the provisions of article 37 of the Patent Law, and therefore no 
examination was conducted concerning the requirements of novelty and inventiveness, etc. with 
regard to the invention relating to claims other than claims 1-5. 

2. Under the provisions of article 29, paragraph 2 of the Patent Law, the invention relating to 
the following claims of this application may not be granted a patent, because it could easily have 
been invented by a person who has the usual knowledge in the field of technology to which the 
invention belongs, prior to the application, based on the inventions that appear in the following 
publications, which were distributed in Japan or abroad prior to the application.

• The composition added in the invention relating to claims 4 and 5 is nothing more than a 
design matter that can be suitably implemented by one skilled in the art. 



3. In this application, what appears in the specification and drawings does not satisfy the 
requirements set forth in article 36, paragraph 4 and paragraph 6, number 2 of the Patent Law, 
in the following points. 



• The invention relating to claim 6 is of unclear content, because it is unclear what mirror is in 
contact with what active state and what displacement force it imparts. 

• The implementation method is described for only some of the inventions relating to claims 7, 
8, and 21, and the invention cannot be implemented for other parts among the inventions 
relating to claims 7 and 8. 

• The same applies to the claims that cite claims 7, 8, and 21 . 

• The invention relating to claim 9 includes an invention in which the mirror consists only of a 
one-layer thin film, but the method by which all of the composition of claim 8 is realized with 
just one mirror layer is unclear. 

• The composition described in claim 19 is of unclear meaning.

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To reduce the size and cost of a device by 
spectrally dividing one laser light sources and using the 
divided sources successively. 

CONSTITUTION: A laser beam projected from a laser light 
generator 1 which is attached with a collimator lens system in 
a beam outlet and projects the laser beam of a small diameter 
is reflected by a reflector 3 attached to the shaft of a rotary 
actuator which can be controlled in positioning. This reflected 
beam enters an optical fiber incident part 5 which introduces 
the laser light to an optical fiber. The many optical fiber 
incident parts are disposed in the positions equidistant from 
the axis of rotation of the reflector 3 and the laser beam is 
successively projected from the optical fiber incident parts 
disposed in the necessary positions by positioning and 
controlling the reflector successively. The size of the device is 
thereby reduced. 
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
